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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 15-37 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
teach a weight sensor wherein (a) a force-translating element is located asymmetrically relative 
to a plane that symmetrically divides the load receiver and (b) the base body, force translating 
element(s), load receiver, and guide members are formed monolithically. Features (a) and (b) 
are claimed in independent claims 15, 29, and 34.
